Six Sty les of Heels 
Used on Women’s Shoe:» 
Whether it is du e to v anity or not, 
there is no one thing that women 
shoppers are more concerned abou t 
when bu y ing a pair of shoes than the 
heel. 
This perfectly feminine trait is 
not altogether to be scoffed at. 
Aside 
from the sty le and the cu rv e that a 
neatly tu rned heel can giv e to a trim 
foot, it has a lot to do with the com­ 
fort and 
poise 
of the body , 
and, 
whether y ou are aware of it or not, 
observ es a writer in the Kansas City - 
Star, with the serv ice y ou are going 
to get ou t of the shoe. 
Heels either are cu t ou t of wood and 
cov ered with material to match the 
rest of the shoe, 
or they are made ou t 
of leather su bstitu tes, or of U1 leather. 
Leather heels are the most ex pensiv e, 
bu t when the one is made ou t of nil 
leather, y ou may know that it will be 
absolu tely satisfactory u nder all condi­ 
tions. 
Sometimes leather su bstitu tes 
or wood are u sed for half the heel, and 
the last three or fou r lifts are made of 
leather. 
There are six sty les which are seen 
most freq u ently 
in women’s shoes. 
They are: French. Lou is XV, Baby 
Lou is, military , Cu ban, common sense 
or flat heel. 
The French heel is the highest heel 
/nade, differing from the Lou is XV in 
that the latter is u su ally not so high 
and does not hav e so pronou nced a 
cu rv e. The French heel has a decided 
cu rv e in the back and spreads ou t at 
the bottom to make a su pporting area 
of abou t a sq u are inch. 
A Cu ban heel differs from a French 
heel in that it has a back Una which 
slopes gradu ally to the bottom, with­ 
ou t the decided ou rv e-in. 
It is lower 
than the French heel. 
The military heel, hav ing a straight 
back line, bu s a larger su rface area 
than the Cu ban, 
it is alway s lower 
than the Cu ban. 
A Baby Lou is heel is similar in 
shape to a French heel, bu t Is only one 
or one and one-half inches high. 
The common sense heel Is lower and 
flatter than a military heel.

The colonies from England brought

Mex ico into California, took their pear 
trees with them, and pears were a 
popular fruit and sold to the ’49 er* 
during the gold rush which opened 
California. 
These pears came from 
trees in the old mission gardens. These 
old trees grafted with modern 
Euro­ 
pean and American varieties* gave Cal­ 
ifornia its first taste of the popular 
eastern varieties. 
A single variety, the Bartlett, gave 
California four-fifths of its pear 
pr o d ­ 
ucts. 
The Kieffor pear originally was a 
seedling 
of 
the 
Chinese sand pear 
crossed, it is believed, with the B art­ 
lett, by Peter Kiefl’er, a Pennsylvania 
nurseryman, and first ex hibited at 
t h e 
centennial ex hibition In Philadelphia 
in 1870. After these early beginnings 
a number of French 
varieties 
have 
come Into popularity. 
A peculiar feature of the pear Is 
that many varieties are not self-fertile 
and require other trees near them to 
produce fruit. Roth the Bartlett and 
Kieffer are in this 
class, 
although 
their self-sterility varies in different 
localities, in some of which a lone tree 
of either variety will not produce, or 
produce very sparingly. 
The Bartlett came to us from Eu- 
rope, where it is known as the Bon 
chrétien, 
literally 
translated 
good 
Christiun. 


New Haven, Conn.—For a few min­ 
utes on the morning of January 24 
nex t the moon will get between the0 
earth and the sun and cut off all the 
4ight we get from that body. 
This 
eclipse will be visible in the United 
States, and It doubtless will be seen by 
more persons than have seen such an 
occurrence In the past, according to 
Prof. E. W. Brown of Yale university. 
An eclipse is not a rare event; one 
or two occur every year, but this one 
is notable for the fact that it occurs 
in a territory from which the light of 
the sun has not been wholly obscured 
by the moon within t lie memory of any 
one living. 
‘‘If we look over the records of past 
eclipses.” Professor Brown said, “and 
the predictions for future eclipses we 
soon see that in any one place there 
will he a total eclipse of the sun only 
once in every few hundred years. The 
coming eclipse will produce darkness 
over a narrow hand of territory which 
stretches from a point somewhat west 
of Duluth and, after crossing northern 
Michigan and Wisconsin, is seen in 
Connecticut and then passes out to 
sea. 
The hour of the phenomenon is 
between ft and 9 :30. eastern standard 
time." 
There was an eclipse in 19 19 , visible 
n Brazil and central West Africa, and 
another last September seen by the 
people of CalilOiUla and northern Mex ­ 
ico. 
Accurate Predictions. 
The accuracy with which the time 
and position can be predicted for an 
oelip.se is high, Professor Brown went 
o n’to say. 
The staff of the United 
States naval observatory at Washing­ 
ton is always at work calculating the 
positions of tin* heavenly bodies years 
in advance in order that the predie* 
tams may he useful. 
The northern 
and 
southern edges of the shadow 
hand can be laid down within a mile. 
Hence, 
when 
the almanac 
predicts 
that the southern 
edge will cross the 
upper 
end of Central park in New 
York city, it is fairly certain that the 
shadow will not keep off 
the grass. 
All this knowledge, however, 
is not 
a product of the presen: generation. 
If 
has 
been, slowly 
accumulating 
through 
many centuries. 
Most of it is 
due to the proof of the law of gravita- 
ti >n which was given by Isaac New­ 
ton toward the end of the Seventeenth 
century. 
“But we have to pay our homage 
to observers for their industry much 
further back than that,” the profes- I 
soEcontinued. 
“More than 2,300 years 
ago the Chaldeans were able to pre­ 
dict when eclipses would occur, be­ 
cause they had learned that there is 
a long series of them repeated in a 
little over eighteen years. 
It is re­ 
markable that they should have been 
able to get this knowledge, because 
any eclipse does not cover quite the 
same part of the earth’s surface as 
the corresponding one which occurred 
18 years before. They must have kept 
records over at least a century, per­ 
haps over many centuries, before the 
cycle* was discovered. 
“The eclipse will he seen by many 
millions of people. 
In the map which 
has been issued by the naval observa­ 
tory, it is seen that the southern boun­ 
dary of the band over which the sun 
will be totally eclipsed just covers 
Duluth, 
Minn.; 
Menominee, 
Mich.; 
Frankfort, Mich.; London, Ont.; Dun­ 
kirk, N. \r. ; Wllkesbarre, Pa., and New 
York city north of Central park. Well 
Inside the northern edge are Manis- 
tique, Mich.; Toronto, <mt.; Auburn, 
Hudson, N. Y .; New Bedford. Mass., 
while a mile or two outside are Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y .; Springfield, Mass., and 
Providence, R. I. 
Observers Busy. 
“The observations which are to be 
made by the observatories within the 
region of totality are not yet fully 
known. 
Some of them will devote the 
brief two minutes during which the 
eclipse lasts to photographing that 
marvelous fringe of light which is 
never seen ex cept at a total eclipse, 
and known as the corona. 
Others will 
try to get accurate positions of the 
moon and also photographs of It so 
that Its size and shape shall be bet­ 
ter known.” 
Professor Brown is chairman of a 
committee appointed by the American 
Astronomical society to Inform the 
public concerning this eclipse.

New York.—How science h as made 
it possible to transm it pictures or ph o­ 
tograph s across th e Atlantic by radio 
makes tin interesting story . 
Th e recent test was under th e aus­ 
pices of th e Radio Corporation of Amer­ 
ica, wh ose engineers developed th e m a­ 
ch inery and tech nique of th is form 
of 
teleph otograph y . 
From 
Mar 
li 
h ouse, London, th e picture i: • uUes 
were sent across 220 miles of In ad wire 
to Carnarvon, Wales. 
At 
this point 
th ey were transformed into aerial sig­ 
nals, flash ed across th e ocean to th e 
station at Riverh ead, Long island, and 
th ere again "taken off th e air" and 
transmitted over 7 0 miles of land wire 
to New York city . 
Th e meth od of preparing th e ph oto­ 
graph for transmission, its transform a­ 
tion Into electrical impulses, and back 
again on th e receiving instrument tt) 
a picture is described as follows: 
Th e picture is plmtograph ed on an 
ordinary camera film. 
Th is film Is 
placed on th e outside of a glass cy lin­ 
der, inside wh ich Is a powerful Incan­ 
descent lamp, th e ligh t from wh ich Is 
focused in a minute beam onto th e 
film as th e cy linder rotates. Th e varia­ 
tions of density in th e film ch ange 
th e amount of ligh t passing from th e 
lamp and out th rough th e film to an 
electric ceil sensitive to ligh t 
Th is 
cell 
transforms 
th e 
flickering ligh t 
waves into electrical impulses of vari­ 
ations of potency equal to th e varia­ 
tions of tone or density in th e film. 
Th e cell sends out th ese Impulses in 
much th e same form and manner as 
th e regular dot and dash meth od of 
telegraph ic messages. 
Th e signals or 
impulses 
pass th rough a series 
of 
vacuum tube amplifiers and modula­ 
tors. wh ence th ey go out upon th e 
land wires. 
At th e receiving station on Long Is­ 
land th e signals are again amplified 
and sent over land lines to th e New 
York laboratory . 
Here th is unintel­ 
ligible “code" carry ing th e ph otograph 
is unscrambled, giving each electrical 
impulse a part In reproducing th e ph o­ 
tograph . Th e picture is reproduced on 
a ph otograph ic film by means of a 
beam of ligh t corresponding with th at 
uh lch operates th e celi in th e send­ 
ing apparatus, and is also recorded 
upon a piece of paper. 
In th is: last operation th e paper Is 
fastened on a cy linder turning in sy n­ 
ch rony 
with 
th e 
sending 
cy linder. 
Poised above th is paper is a specially 
constructed fountain pen th e action 
of wh ich is regulated by an electro 
magnet. 
Th e electrically transm itted 
Impulses acting upon th is magnet cause 
th e pen to mark th e paper with dots 
of vary ing density corresponding with 
th e length of each separate impulse. 
Hence a picture is produced wh ich re­ 
sembles a stippled engraving.
